Hanna, secretary of the teclúical branc4 
of the Citizens’ Traffic and Safety First Asso- 
ciation, adopted by his Committee, and 
formally submitted some time ago to the 
authorities of the Civic Guard. 
The authorities either failed to understand 


L the proposal outlined, or rejected it, without 


assigning any reason, in favour of the 
extremely complicated series of provisions 
that are embodied in the Bye-Laws which ure 
expected to be put into force on the first day 
of next month. | 

The bye-laws referred to were outlined, 
and commented upon, in the /rish Times 
issues of the 19th, 20th, and 21st of last 
month. Several pages of the new regulations 4 
are devoted to the special problems of 
O'Connell Bridge and its approaches; and 
they are so involved as to indicate prospects 


of considerable inéonvenience without com- 


pensating advantages either to vehicle ownerg 
or pedestrians, 


TRAMWAY ROUTES 


The chief consideration which seems to 
explain the compilation of such a complicated 
body of regulations is the apparent belief 
that tramears must: continue to proceed im 
opposite directions on both the East and 
West sides of O'Connell Bridge, and on its 
street approaches. i 

The gyratory plan outlined above is based 


upon the view that ‘‘ one-way ’’ alternatives 
offer the only practical remedies for:complica- 
tions and risks in an area which admittedly 
presents special obstacles’ to the flow of 
vehicular and pedestrian traffic. 

From the point of view of the Tramways 
Company and tramcar passengers the plan 
now outlined presents definite merits. It 
would enable the company to avoid recurrent 
traffic blocks and delays in the vicinity of the 
bridge; and, by e*abling niotorists to pass 
stationary tramcars on the “ off’’ side, it 
would eliminate the risks which passengers 
now incur owing to motor drivers frequently 
being compelled to pass between the tramcar 
step and the kerbstone. 

e cost of diverting outgoing tramears 
to Rathmines and other southern suburbs 
through D'Olier street and College streét, 
and of enabling incoming cars from Ringsend 
to pass through College street to Westmore- 
land street to O'Connell Bridge, would be 
confined to the provision of very short single- 
track curves at the east and west ends of

It would eliminate the need for 
watching the approaches of vehicles 
from opposite. directions; and it would 
substantially abate the risks which are now 
incurred m complicated cross-currents of traffic 
hetween Westmoreland street and the eastern 
footway of O'Connell Bridge. 

Other important and consequential ‘‘one 
way features of the proposals will be 
evident to readers who follow the proposed 
flows of traffic as indicated by the arrow 
markings on the plan; which—it may be 
stated—has been sibmaisied to, and approved 
of, by several parties who are specially com- 
petent to express objective views on street 
transport organjsation. 

It is necessary to add that, whily the

OW Australia settles its industrial dis- 
H putes through arbitration courts was 


President of the Industrial Arbitration Board 
of Western Australia, to members of the 
Irish Chamber for International Trade when 
they entertained him at lunch in the Dolphin 
Hotel, Dublin, yesterday. 

Mr. Dwyer, who is an Irishman, left this 
country at the age of sixteen—forty-two years 
ago. His present ‘position requires the same 
qualifications as those of a Judge of the 
Supreme Court in Australia, and he possesses 
the same status, rights and privileges as a 
judge when" presiding at an Arbitration 
Board.

HOW COURTS WORK 


Describing the system of bringing claims 
before the Arbitration Board, Mr. Dwyer said 
that the workers, through their union, which 
must be registered with the Board, served a 
notice of their claims on the employers. If 
this claim was refused or ignored, it was then 
submitted for determination by the Court. 
The employers might submit answers to the 
claims and also counter-claims, and unt» 
there was determination of the case the pro- 
cedure followed the usual form in civil actions 
—addresses were made by“advocates on both 
sides and evidence on oath was submitted. 
The Court, however, was empowered to make 
investigations for itself and to consult 
authorities not directly before it. Legal 
principles and rules associated with the law 
of evidence were, in many respects, subora 
nated to the principle that equity and justice 
between the parties and the interests of the 
community in general must be the main con- 
sideration. An award by the Court had. the 
force of law, and there was no appeal from 
it. Breaches of the award by either party 
were punishable by severe penalties. 

An outstanding feature of any award was 
the embodiment of the principle of the livin 
wage. That was the ‘basic ’’ wage, an 
was allotted to any unskilled adult. worker. 
In addition to the “basic ” wage, there was 
a ‘‘secondary “ or ‘* marginal ” wage allotted 
for skill over and above mere manual dex- 
terity 

Awards of the Courts extended to all 
avenues of industrial activity and might 
cover conditions of work for professional 
men. Domestic servants ‘n private homes 
were exempted and, in some States, workers 
in agriculture. The exempted workers, how- 
ever, shared indirectly in the benefit of 
awards, since their wages and conditions re- 
flected, to a considera’le extent, the wages 
and conditions contained in awards -covering 
approximate employments, 


CRIMINAL OFFENCE 


The industrial arbitration laws, generally 
speaking, made the strike or lock-out a crimi- 
nal offence. Nevertheless elements could still 
be found to dare all pains and penalties, but 
their strikes were not of a serious nature or 
prolonged character. Slowly, but surely, the 
workers were tealising not only that the 
strike was a barbarous method of enforcing 
demands, but that it was . anti-social,’ and, 
above all, that it did not pay.

EMOTIONS IN COLOUR 


Dr. Hilda Oldham said that children from 
12 to 14 were asked to express emotions by 
coloured drawings. Blue was the favourite 
colour’ for peace, red for anger, and purple 
and black for hatred.

What British Golf Lacks 


The lack of a peally outstanding player 
to lead the team is, to my mind, a serious 
drawback to Great Britain’s efforts to 
win the Walker Cup from America, The 
Americans have always had one, Bobby 
Jones supplying that need for. several 
years, and when he dropped out his mantle 
fell on Lawson Little, possibly the greatest 
match player ever scen. Now that Little 
has become a professional, Johnny 
Goodman will probably fill the bill... Ho 
has accomplished that rare feat for an 
amateur of capturing the American open 
title, and he won the amateur champion- 
ship ten days ago, so he may claim to be 
the best amateur playing at present, If 
Cyril Tolley was playing as well as some 
of the younger men he would supply 
Britain’s need, 

As we play overseas teams at tennis and 
cricket, and meet most of the other 
countries at boxing, can we not do so at 
golf? The American Walker Cup team 
visits Britain once every four years, and 
the match takes place alternately in 
England and Scotland. If a match ‘could 
be arranged between them and. Ireland 
what an attraction it would be, and what 
an experience for Irish golfers. The 
Americans go straight home again after 
defending their trophy, and it seems to 
me that a match against Ireland could be 
fixed up after the Walker Cup contest has 
finished. The match would attract 
thousands of spectators to Portmarnock, 
and, whatever expense it might involve to 
bring the Americans over, would be more 
than recouped at the gate. The benefit to 
Irish golf generally would be enormous.

Srr,—On tho 11th August I saw a bee-eater 
on the south bank of ‘the River Bride at 
Brideweir, Aghern, This bird is very beauti- 
ful. Its neck. is deep .orange-brown.-tinged 
with green, breast greenish-blue, throat bright 
yellow, Its tail is greenish-blue,; with a tinge 
of yellow. The bill is long, black and curved. 

It is a remarkably rare visitor to Ireland, 
having been seen only some eight times, ac- 
cording to Ussher (1900) chiefly in the mari- 
time counties of the south arid east. A flock 
of seven was geen near Whitegate in this 
county about. Ist May, 1888.

They also, said Mr. O'Brien, intended to 
approach. owners of building sites, with the 
objedt of-preventing the wholesale removal of 
trees, especially those growing where a new 
roadway .could be made without their 
destruction; and, even in the case of single 
Ownership, by private persons who contem- 
plated, building their fesidences, an appeal 
would be-anade for the planting of even one 
ttee close tothe road, so as to add to the 
beauty ot the strroundings. When the increas- 
ing demand for houses began large sites were 
completely denuded of trees growing on the 
estate, and there was no doubt thaí this was 
the cause íor the many complaints, the result 
of which was the formation of their Assecia- 
tion, . 

They had found that in some instances 
builders had made their plans in. such @ way 
as to refain. some of the existing trees, and 
thereby greatly benefited the landscape and 
the amenities of life in the new 

For that they were much to be com- 
mended. 


The Association realised the difficult 
problems consequent on the retention of grow- 
ing trees on roads that had to be widened or 
altered for modern circumstances, Ín some 
cases they held the view that, where a road 
had. to be widened, it would be possible to 
retain the existing road, with áis trees; and 
lay down a new réad alongside it, leaving the 
old read for one-way traffic, with the trees 
forming a belt along the centre of the 
widened road. But in questions of that kind 
they relied on the judgment of the local 
engineers, who were fully alive to the idea 
that roads should be something more than 
mere channels of traffic.

‘Counsel read letters testifying to 
McKenna’s character from the Rev. John 
McCoughan, V.P., the Rector of Clonard 
Monastery, and the Administrator of St. 
Veter’s —]J'arish. Father McCoughan 
wrote: “J am credibly informed he was 
nat a member of any illegal organisa- 
Lion.” 

Mr. Marrinan said that it was difficult 
in such a case to get to the rea) facts. It 
might be that McKenna’s will had been 
overhorne by something sinister, secret 
and powerful in its own way in his dis- 
trict. He himself belonged to no re- 
volutionary organisation. 

“He is,” said Counsel, “ more or less 
the victim of circumstance. He has no de- 
sire, by force of arms or otherwise, to in- 
terfere with the established law of the 
country.” 

The Recorder, in imposing the sen- 
tence, said that it was one of the gravest 
crimes that could be conceived, and it 
demanded a heavy penalty. i

In spite of all her Neutrality Acts, in any 
world conflict America would be active on 
the side of Great Britain. This view was 
advanced by Dr. Charles A, Richmond, Presi- 
dent Emeritus, of Union College, New York, 
yesterday. when he spoke at th: tenth annual 
emorial Service of the Scottish-American 
Memoria! Association in Edinburgh. 
Dr. Richmoni advocated ‘co-operation be- 
tween Great Britaia and America in main- 
taining peace—by force if necessary—for the 
world. In the present state of the world 
peace can only defended by a show of 
force, followed, if necessary, by the exercise 
of force among the Great Powers of the 
world, of which “the twu strongest are the 
British Empire and the United States, he 
said, and added: “It is fortunate that 
these two are the very nations that “are the 
strongest advocates of peace ” Great Britain, 
he said, had postponed re-arming almost 
beyond the limit of safety, but now that it 
had re-armed the whole world breathed more 
easily. “I am not talking of alliance,’’ ‘he 
continued, ‘‘ That word has never been very 
ular in America. Neitne: does Great 
ritain like the word, nor the thing itself. 
The British Dominions have made no pledge 
to the home country but it the life of Britain 
should be threatened they. would all come to 
her defence, because the interests of one are 
the interests of all. 
“Tt would not be because of any senti- 
mental friendship between us, but because 
the destruction of the British Empire would 
be such a blow to the vital interests of 
America that she could not and would not

“ DISTURBING RUMOURS ” 


Welcoming the reference to the attacks on 
civilians in the recent British Note to Japan, 
the manifesto hopes that this will be taken 
to heart, and particularly that-it will be con- 
sidered by the authorities on both sides in 
Spain, “ where considerable tracts of country 
are changing hands, and from whence come 
disturbing rumours of wholesale massacres.” 

“ Accusations and counter-accusations are 
freely made In due course, however, the 
facts are bound to be established, and, even 
if the moral judgment of»thecivilised world 
may not be able to affect the actual course of 
hostilities, we believe that no regime will be 
able to flourish. or endure which has grossly 
outraged the most elementary principles of 
humanity,” 

The manifesto asks the combatants to state 
unequivocally to the world the reasons which 
they deem sufficient. for the continuance of 
war. 

“Finally, we would reiterate our belief 
that massacres of defenceless civilians and 
the extermination of political opponents can- 
not be perpetrated with impunity.”

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' SLOW-MOVING TRAFFIC 


One of the principal parts of the by- 
laws consists of general rules for driving 
vehicles on ways. These prescribe 
that “slow” vehicles (bicycles, horse- 
drawn vehicles, handcarts, etc.) shall be 
driven a® near as may practicable to 
the left edge of the roadway, except that 
on roads on which. there are less than 
four lanes pf traffic the slow vehicle ma 
be driven on the right side of the road- 
way, to enable it to pass stationary 
traffic or traffic moving in the same direc- 
tion, and also for the purpose of turning 
into another roadway or into private pro- 
perty, or reversing. | 

The drivers of. vehicles. approaching 
curves, road junctions, summits of hills, 
or when moeting traffic ng in the 
Ea direction, shal 

a) where there is an authorised line 
on a roadway drive on the left of 

stich Tine ; 

(b) where there is no such authorised 
line, and the roadway is wide 
enough to carry four lanes of 
traffic, drive on the left centre of 
the roadway ; 

(c) im every other case drive as close 
as practicable to the left edge of 
the roadway. 

In a one-way roadway the vehicle may 
be driven on any pert of the roadway, 
but slow vehicles shall be driven as far 
as may be practicable on the left side of 
the roadway. i 

When the left side of the roadway is 
temporarily obstructed, otherwise than by 
traffic, the vehicle may be driven on the 
right of the roadway to enable it to pass 
the obstruction, 

No vehicle shall be driven on a road- 
way so that any part of the vehicle, or 
the load upon it, projects over the foot- 
way adjacent to the roadway, 


OVERTAKING 


When the driver of one vehicle wishes 
to overtake another vehicle he may do 
go, provided he does not cause inconveni- 
ence to.the overtaken vehicle or other 
traffic, and he may drive the overtaking 
vehicle on the right of the roadway or of 
the. traffic Jane appropriate to his vehicle, 
provided there is clearly visible to him a 
portion of the roadway available for over- 
approaching traffic, 
and long and wide enough to enable him 
to pass, and he shal] pass on the right 
of the overtaken vehicle, and he must not 
close in to the left until he is clear of the 
overtaken vehicle and does not cause it 
any inconvenience. 

The driver of the overtaking vehicle 
shall not pass or attempt to pass the over- 
taken vehiele near a road junction unless 
he can complete the prion before he 
reiches a point within 30 feet of the road 
junction; and then only if he has a clear 
view of the traffic at the road junction 
and the traffic approaching it from every 
direction, at it is clear that he would 
not cause any inconvenience to traffic by 
passing. 

He may also overtake, provided he has 
received a signal to proceed from a 
member of An Garda or from a traffic 
light signal, It is the duty of the driver 
of the overtaken vehicle to give way to

OVERTAKING TRAMCARS 


These rules apply to the overtaking 
and passing of tramcars, with the follow-

The driver of the overtaking vehicle 
may pass a tramcar on the left side when 
it is stationary or about to stop, provided 
that no persons are entering or leaving 
the tramcar and the overtaking vehicle 
leaves a clear space of six feet between the 
right side of the overtaking vehicle and 
the left side ot the tramcar.

FOR DRIVERS AND GUARDS 


Whenever the driver of a vehicle is 
required to give a signal he may, where 
practicable, give an equivalent signal by 
means of a suitable mechanical device fitted 
to the vehicle. Signals must be given so as 
to be clearly visible to the persons for whose 
benefit they are given, and in sufficient time 
before . the commencement of the action 


indicated by the signal, and they must be 


sufficiently long .in time and definite in 
character as to give clear and adequate warn- 
ing and information to the persons for whom 
they are intended. 

Below is a list of signals to be given by 
drivers of vehicles and persons in charge of 
other traffic to other road users —

ANIMALS 


The by-laws apply to animals not engaged 
in drawing vehicles, which are being ridden 
or led, as if such animals were vehicles, and 
the person riding or leading such anima! 
must comply with the by-laws as if he were 
the driver of a vehicle, 

Where an animal, or a herd, flock or group 
of animals, is being conducted on a roadway 
without any rein or lead, the person driving 
such animal or animals must, so far as may 
be practicable, drive them as if he were 
driving a vehicle, and he must keep them off 
the footway and take precautions to prevent 
them obstructing tha passage of other traffic 
ur of pedestrians, atid, whenever meeting or 
being overtaken by a. vehicle, provide 
sufficient passage to enable the vehicle to 
pass such animal or animals. 

The driver of a mechanically propelled 
vehiclé overtaking or meetin animals 
(attached or not attached to a vehicle) on a 
wide roadway shall reduce the speed or stop 
the vehicle if he is requested to do eo by the 
person in charge of the animals, or when 
such action is necessary to enable the animals 
to be safely fas sccm past the vehicle, and 
he must keep his vehicle at a reduced speed 
or stationary so long as may be necessawy 
for the safe pasdig of the animals. 

When overtaking a horse, or two or more 
horses, not attached to any vehicle he must 
overtake and pass them on the right, leaving 
a clear pers if available, of not less than 
six feet between the vehicle and the horse 
or the nearest of the horses.

At a controlled road junction a pedestrian 
shall not cross the roadway over which there 
is 4 pedestrian crossing ‘except bv such 
pedestrian ‘crossing and while traffic is pre- 
vented from proceeding through the jr~ction.

After many years of hesitant and 
fumbling efforts to deal with the growing 
confusion in Dublin’s street traffic, it is 
now clear that the authorities of the Civic 
Guard are inexorable in their determina. 
tion to enforce en bloc three new and com. : 
plicated codes of conduct for vehicle 
owners and pedestrians. Within the 
coming three weeks, if the official pro- 
gramme is adhered to, a new and formid- 
able corps of the Garda Siochana will be 
called upon to administer a series of shocks 
to motorists, cyclists and pedestrians. 
Already seventy or eighty recruits to this 
new force are being initiated into the com- 

plexity of codgs of by-laws whose provisions 
might fairly tax the resources of legal 
experts. At one stroke, in response to a 
baton wielded by the Chief Commissioner 
of Police, traffic discords are to disappear, 
and a new reign of harmony and concord 
is to be established on Dublin’s highways. 

At a given moment preoccupied car owners 
and traders, errant cyclists, and puzzled 
pedestrians must conform to a mixed 
compost of by-laws whose provisions speak 
rather of meticulous study of ordnance 
maps, and liberal supplies of midnight 
oi], than of attention to vital considera 

tions of unregenerate human nature. 

Without reasonable opportunities to 


become acquainted with the chromatic com- 


the new ‘“‘ staff notation,” the body of 
citizens is expected suddenly to conform to 
an entirely new tempo in its traffic habits. 
What, then, may be the results of such 
shock tactics? M the best, we fear, there 
will be a prolonged period of sullen 
acquiescence. At the worst they may 
entail consequences which every law 
abiding citizen would deplore, and such 
expressions of discontent as would bring 
the authors of the new regulations into 
public contempt. Ill-conceived and un- 
workable, as we believe the official pro- 
gramme in many. of its respects to be, 
we hesitate. to contemplate the. con- 
sequences of its general breakdown in 
practice. On that vital issue the attitude 
of this newspaper would be uncompromis. 
ing. However disagreeable, it would be 
our duty to support the ‘ reign of law '— 
even of by-laws, which, in our view, are 
calculated quite needlessly to arouse 
public resentment and protest.. We prefer, 
therefore, to enter our protest now, before 
.the die is finally cast, against a series of 
surgical operations, which, quite clearly, 
have been conceived in the absence of 
expert or adequate diagnosis.

‘It is easy to jeer at the artist, but how 
often is, he more practical than the so- 
4 called practical man! Not very long ago 
an Irish loca] authority, distressed by the 
fact that no sooner had it planted trees 
for the sake of ornament than they were 
torn down by vandalistic youngsters, saw 
only one remedy: to cease the planting of 
trees. So lamentable a confession of 
defeat is, we are happy to acknowledge, 
rare. The people of Ireland are not more 
barbarous by nature than the people of 
other countries; and we have little doubt 
that, when they once become accustomed 
to the presence of trees, existing: merely 
for the purpose of ornament, they will 
respect their presence. -Certainly our 
people never will learn to appreciate the 
quiet pleasures of civilised existence if 
they are denied those pleasures. A far 
happier suggestion was made via Radjo- 
Athlone. last. night. by Mr. Dermod 
O’Brien, President of the Royal Hibernian 
Academy. Mr. O'Brien. advocated the 
continental practice of planting fruit- 
trees by the wayside, on the ground that 
their’ continual presence would help to 
‘““humanise’’ the rising generation, and 
would accustom the young to. treating 
trees. ‘‘as they would treat potatoes or 
other crops.’’

‘The destroyed order of a social com 
munity can, however, often only be re- 
paired in centuries. But sometimes people 
finally perish as a result of such a 
destruction. ee 

Hitler then turned to social problems, 
especially the wage problem. He drew a 
picture of a world in which wages and 
prices were falling whilé production was 
declining, which he attributed to “ Jewish 
Bolshevik ” methods. 

‘Tf Germany can be considered a calm 
spectator in this drama of insanity,” he 
continued, “ then Germany owes this to 
the National Socialist movement, which 
from the beginning has stuck to one prin- 
ciple—namely, that the printed banknote 
which the workman receives is not 
decisive for the life of the individual, but 
that which he is able to buy with it is 
decisive. 


UNEMPLOYMENT 


““No more can be bought than has been 
produced. Therefore, the total of national 
production is decisive for the nation $ 
standard of life. gry 

‘It is a fact that Germany has solved 
completely her most serious problem. 
There are no more real unetuployed in our 
country.” 

‘The will of the National Socialist 
State to safeguard the economic basis of 
the nation has been most strongly ex: 
pressed in the decision a year ago to make 
some part of the nation’s vital spheres 
independent of the arbitrarmess or un 
certainties of toreign countries. 

“This decision will be realised as 
certainly as the National Socialist State 
has been realised In so far as private 
industries are sufficient for its realisation 
they will be entrusted with it; but if this 
should prove impossible, then the pation 
itself will take on this work.”

“A dictated treaty, which had been 
planned to last to eternity, was removed 
by us in not quite five years. . 

“AA new, armed force was created in 
less than four years. In spite of all this, 
Germany 1s not isolated in the world to- 
day, but is united in close friendship 
with mighty Powers. i 

“The natural unity of interest be- 
tween National Socialint Germany and 
Fascist Italy has increasingly proved it- 
self in recent months an element which 
secures Europe against chaotic insanity. 

“It will be impossible in future 
lightly to pass over this unity of wills in 
any matter.

tween Donaghadee, Co. Down, 
and Port Kail, Scotland. 

The new cables will cost about £32,00C 
and the necessary land cables will cost 
about £30,000. The terminal equipment 
for the first twenty channels will cost 
about £29,000 in land stores and gear. 

These new cables will be partly in opera- 
tion towards the end of October, when the 
extra cable charge, ranging from Qs.. 6d. 
to 6d., according to the time of the day 
when calls are made, is removed. They 
will be available, therefore, to meet the 
anticipated increase in the number of 
cross-Channel telephone calls. 

Belfast and the North of Ireland will 
be well supplied with cross-Channel tele- 
phone facilities when the new cables are 
ready; for, in addition to the existing 
cables and those about to be provided, 
there is the new short-wave radio tele 
phone between Belfast and Portpatrick 
connected with the long-distarice telephone 
system, fifteen new channels of which are 
now available. : 

All these means of communieation will 
be egually applicable to messages from the 
Free State to Great Britain in the event 
of interruption in the regular cross 
Channel services: with the Free State. 

The cable ship Faraday arrived at 


Donaghadee to-day to commence the lay 
ing of the cable.

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BODIES SEEN.

PREVENT RECOVERY 
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. From OUR CoRRESPONDENT, 
Ss KILEEE, Tuesday. 


WO _bodies,, believed to be 
T -_those-of the missi Dublin 
women — Miss Hily Mahony 
(28), Lindsay road, Glasnevin, 
and Miss Maura Lynch (23), St. 
Peter’s road, Phibsborough — 
were seen this afternoon by people 


watching on the cliffs. 

It was at about two o'clock this after- 
noon that Edward Purcell, of St. Patrick s 
terrace, Kilkee, while watching trom a 
cliff about 200 feet high, at Intrensic Bay, 
saw the first body floating face downwards. 
He called Sergeant P. A. Carroll and Civic 
Guards: James Furlong, William Conroy 
and Daniel Connell, and D.O, Gillespie, 
who .were in the neighbourhood. The 
party, despite the heavy seas and the rain, 
were able to discern the body, which 
appeared to be clothed in a dress of dark 
brown material. . The feet, which could be 
seen, did not have shoes. ‘ 

It was impossible owing to the high 
seas to put out a boat or to lower a man 
over the cliff. The waves’ were breaking 
on the cliff face with terrific force. The 
point from which the body was seen is 
only 150 yards from Diamond Rocks 
Late to-night-the body, which appears to 
be caught in currents, is circling round 
the bay, and there seems no likelihood of 
it floating out to sea. 

Shortly after the first body was seen a 
second body was sighted about 500 yards 
out to sea from the Diamond Rocks. Later 
it disappeared from view. 

Inspector O'Halloran arrived on the 
scene this evening, and will, if at all 
possible, try to make arrangements for 
a lifeboat to attempt to take the bodies 
from the sea, where they have been since 
last Tuesday. 


AN ALL-NIGHT VIGIL 
Tuesday Midnight. 


under the supervision of Detective Officer 
Gillespie, Dublin Castle, stood by to-night 
with a life-line ready to make an attempt 
to recover the bodies if the sea moderated. 
The second body is now believed to have 
been swept into the Lay and has been 
seen* within twenty yards of the first one, 
and it ig expected that both will be taken 
from the sea early to-morrow. 

The Guards have arranged for a boat, 
the property of the Irish Sea Fisheries 
Association, to come from Quilty, and this 
may be used if it can approach the 
dangerous coast in the stormy conditions 
which prevail.

STREET SHOOTING 
IN BELFAST

MAN SERIOUSLY 
WOUNDED

John Campbell (34), an unemployed 
labourer, of Malcolmson street, Belfast, 
was shot in the leg outside a house in 
Nepal street (Grosvenor road district) to 
night and taken to the Royal Victoria 
Hospital, where he is detained in a 
rather serious condition. He did not lose 
consciousness, but two pools of blood in 
the centre of the road near where the 
shooting occurred testify to the extent of 
his injuries. 

The outrage occurred at about 10.25, 
when Campbell. who is a Roman Catholic. 
was leaving at her house Mrs. Clarke, a 
Protestant widow, with whom he had been 
‘eeping company. Mrs, Clarke had just 
put her hand through an open window 
to get the key of her house, when three 
shots were heard. They are stated to have 
been fired from a nearby corner, where a 
‘group of men had assembled. 

Campbell, with a cry, iurched into the 
roadway and collapsed, bleeding heavily. 
Mrs. Clarke fainted, and a crowd quickly 
assembled, but the attackers vanished a 
few seconds after firing the shots. The 
ambulance took the man to hospital, where 
it was found that he had lost a great deal 
of blood, but that his wound was not 
dangerous. 

After Mrs. Clarke had been attended by 
neighbours she said that she could not 
account for the outrage; for she felt sure 
that Campbell was not known in the 
district. She was positive that she could 
not identify the attackers. 

Campbell's family are also mystified by 
the shooting. but expressed the opinion 
to-night that it was “ not political.” They 
were not aware, it was stated, of 
Campbell's relationship with Mrs. Clarke, 
and found it hard to believe that he had 
been keeping company with her for over a 
year. 7

OFFICIAL PLANS 


Other groups of motor-owners. and many 
traders take the view that no really serious 
efforts will be made to enforce the new park- 
ing and waiting by-laws. Their, opinion 
seems.to be that the proposed regulations are 
so sweeping and so drastic as L ensure their 
own ultimate defeat. While in genera? agree- 
ment that some steps must be taken to reduce 
traftic congestion, they think that the authori- 
ties will be slow to insist upon the strict 
observance of the requirement that. waiting 
times shall be limited to twenty mumuges in 
any or all the city’s central streets. = — 

i rom other inquiries, made in authoritative 
quarters, it would appear that somewhat 
severe shocks will be felt, by those who antici- 
pate all-round official leniency in the en- 
forcement of the new by-laws. Already 
seventy or eighty members of the Civic 
Guard have been or enrolled to rein- 
force the present body of Dublin s “'points- 
men' in compelling ownérs and drivers to 
observe the new regulations. The duties of 
recruits to this new body—who are now 
undergoing courses of daily instruction—will 
be confined to traffic regulation. Except 
for disciplinary purposes they will, I under- 
stand, be free from “divisional’’ control and 
duties. 


HEADQUARTERS 
CONFUSION 


In the course of my inquiries some interest- 
ing views were expressed by a member of the 
Corporation, who has given special attention 
to trafic questions, on. the general 
question of police organisation in relation 
to traffic control. According to his 
statement, the accuracy of which was con- 


firmed by, subsequent inquiries, there is no 


single Civic Guard official exclusively con- 
cerned with Dublin’s street traffic problems. 
Apart from the headquarters’ staff, in which 
the functions of an Assistant Commissioner 
and a Chief Superintendent embrace general 
traffic questions, there is only one officer of 
senior rank whose time is devoted to transport 
questions, and his duties extend over routine 
xdministration throughout the country. His 
only. contact with Dublin problems . is 
apparently through the agency of district 
ofticers of junior rank. 

The result—said my informant—is that even 
Corporation officials find it difficult to es- 
tablish effective contacts with the Garda 
traffic authorities. He also commented 
strongly upon the Zrish Times disclosure of 
the fact that motor owners and other. parties 
concerned have been refused printed copies of 
the new regulations. In any other country, 
he said, tratfic officials would make it their 
business to enlist the sympathy and help of 
motoring organisations before flinging new 
traffic. rules at the heads of vehicle owners, 


‘BUS PASSENGERS TO 
SUFFER 


In many other quarters | found evidences 
of surprise and incredulity. Among both 
‘bus passengers and officials a view prevails 
that many of the new official requirements 
will prove to be unworkable, his view 
applies more particularl, to the regulation 


under which suburban ‘buses. will pro- 


. hibited even froa- shor’ waiting intervals on 


Eden quay and Burgh quay, or in D’Olier 
street. One result of that restriction will be 
that thousands of passengers, why already 
suffer serious exposur. during bad weather, 
will be deprived even of the shelter which 
is afforded during the present short waiting 
intervals Another consequence will be the 
general infringement of time-tables the .ob- 
servance of which depends largely upon the 
elasticity which is provided by short waiting 
intervals. 

One critical transport official said quite 
plainly that he thought the traffic authorities 
who invented such schemes must have some 
Serious grudge against both ‘bus operators 
and ‘bus travellers. He could think of no 
other explanation of rules which made it a 
serious offence for passengers to make an 
offensive noise by singing, and, at the same 
time, compels thousands of passengers to wait 
on the footpath, in all kinds of weather, 
until a "bus happens to arrive. 


“ SHOCK TACTICS” 


Among traders whose business will be 
affected by the new “ parking’ regulations, 
[ discovered general reluctance to express 
opinions on the detail®of plans which they 
had not yet had an opportunity to study; 
but im all quarters I found support for the 
Irish Times. view, that the new by-laws, 
instead of being rushed by ‘“‘shock tactics,’’ 
should be brought into force by gradual 
stages.

identified as that of Elena Jakubazuskaite, @ 
%5-year-old Lithuaniag, who disappeared three 
days previously from the Cunard-White. Star 
liner Ascania, in which she was rm | 
deported from Canada because she ‘ha 
te Ans to marry a man she had never seen. 
The Coroner, who recorded a verdict of 
suicide while suffering from acute depression, 
mentioned that when the body was discovered 
the police communicated with the Lithuanian 
solice for information about the woman, but 
had received no reply. 

Dr. R. Anderton said that there were 
bruises on the eye, cheek and nose, which 
were caused short!y before death. They were 
consistent with the woman having fallen on to 
a hard object rather than having been caused 
by being struck in the face. Death was due 
to asphyxiation from drowning, accelerated 
by the blow, which had probably stunned 
her. 

Newell Herbert Gale, Chief Officer of the 
Ascania, said that the woman was deported 
for entering Canada by muisrepresentation. 
During the. voyage she was treated as an 
ordinary passenger, but when the liner called 
at Plymouth on August 7 she was lecked 
in a cabin. She was released when they left 
Plymcuth, and on arrival at Havre, 12 hours 
later, where she was due to disembark, was 
reporte1 missing 

Arthur Cooper, Assistant Master at Arms 
in the Ascauia, said thet the woman's coil- 
duct daring the voyage was exemplary, and 
she appeared bright and cheerful,

Jack Backer, an interpreter in the Ascania, 
gaid that the woman went to Canada in the 
gaine ship in June.” On the return voyage 
she told me that she went to Canada to marry 
a man she had never seen, but who came 
from the same village in which she was born. 
When she saw him she thought he was too 
old and rather stupid, and, instead of marry- 
ing him, went to the police at Montreal and 
asked to be sent home.” 

He added that she told him she did not 
want to return to Lithuania, and would 
rather live in Canada, France or England. 
“When I told her that she had to return to 
Lithuania she became very depressed and 
unhappy, said Mr. Backer. 

After her disappearance a letter was found 
tucked in her suitcase. It was written in 
Russian, and was a short love note from 
another passenger, who was on his way to 
Poland, he said. The note was to the effect 
that the man would write to her when he 
got home. 

Tne Coroner said that he was satisfied that 
everything had been done for the girl that 
was to be expected in the liner. He had 
obtained a translation of a letter written in 
Lithuanian which was found in her posses- 
gion 

“TL was a letter from someene who ap- 
pears to have been attracted by the girl, but 
she, apparently, did not take any notice of 
it, and went to Canada to marry another 
man,” he said. 

“In consequence of her being disappointed 
in the man she went to marry, and because 
she refused to marry him, the authorities 
sent her home. Finding that she was on her 
way back t» her own country, where she did 
not wish to go, she became very depressed. 

‘* My finding is that she took her own life 
while suffering from acute depression be- 
cause she did not want to go back to her 
own country and face difficulties and trouble 
there **

AN IRISH POTTERY 
PAINTER 


Following on the researches of Major 
William Tapp, a pair of Chelsea cups and 
saucers now in the Ceramic collection of the 
Art Division of the National Museum takes 
or: a new interest. The characteristic decora- 
tion of the objects consists of coloured illus- 
trations from A¢sop’s Fables after the manner 
of the etchings of Francis Barlow im a trans- 
lation of the fables which appeared in 1687. 
It now appears that these designs are by the 
Irish miniature painter, Jeffrey Hamet O’ Neale 
(died 1801). Besides working for the Chelsea 
factory he was also employed by Smith, the 
print seller. In March, 1765, he became a 
member of the Incorporated Society of Artists 
and exhibited miniatures and drawings before 
them in that and subsequent years. Sprimont, 
the French silversmith, who contributed much 
to the success of Chelsea porcelain, and who 
was at that time (1750-17/0) proprietor, did 
not permit his decorators to sign their names, 
and. Major Tapp holds that such as were 
signed were decorated at O’Neale’s own shop 
or at that of Thomas Hughes, In St. Pancras 
old churchyard Major Tapp has been for- 
tunate in discovering O’Neale’s tombstone 
removed from his grave at a time when rail- 
way extension necessitated an intrusion on 
the cemetery. 

Among other relics of eighteenth century 
artists acquired in recent years by the Museum 
is a mezzo-tint plate by the Dublin artist, 
McArdill, known as the father of English 
mezzo-tint; the subject, Archibald Bower, is 
very rare.

FIVE RIDERS INJURED 


A well-known Brooklands rider is in hos- 
pital in a serious condition as the result of a 
mysterious crash while competing in the 
Junior Manx Grand Prix motor cycle. race 
yesterday. 

The rider, T. Cogan-Verney, a 28-years-old 
forage merchant, was discovered by a friend 
and fellow-competitor lying injured beside 
his machine on a mountain road, which was 
shrouded in mist. His frend, J. A. 
McClafferty, of Elstree, made him as com- 
fortable as possible and went for assistance. 
Cogan-Verney was taken to hospital in 
Douglas, where it was discovered that he 
had fractured his skull. Nobody knows 
exactly how the aecident happened. 

Records which had been set up in 1935 were 
broken in both Junior and Light-weight 
events, which were contested by more than 
seventy riders over the 226 miles Isle of Man 
course. 

The fog caused considerable confusion 
during the closing stages of the race, and it 
was disclosed later last night that three other 
competitors met with spills which necessitated 
their being detained in hospital. A fourth, 
J, F. Shenston (Portslade, Sussex), who was 
injured half-way through the race and re- 
ceived medical treatment, was subsequently 
taken to hospital.

The insurgent forces, moving along the

The advance guard, it is stated, is close to 
‘Nueva, and once the positions in that 
sector have been consolidated, Rivadesella 
will be within range of General Franco's 
guns. : 
' Meanwhile insurgent forces advancing 
northwards from the Asturias, have 
established contact only twelve miles from 
Cargas de Onis, south of Rivadesella, and 
thus threaten the Government flank. 

Other insurgent columns, operating from 
Portillo de la Riana, have begun the 
ascent of the southern slopes of La Guarda 
range, adds the Salamanca despatch. 

These columns, it is stated, have estab- 
lished contact with the forces operating 
in the western sector of the Santander 
revince, and through the Liebana valley 
ave established direct communications 
between Santander and Leon. 


ADVANCE FROM BELCHITE 


On the Aragon front the Government 
troops are already: twelve miles beyond 
Belchite, over which the Republican flag 
is lying, says a dgspatch from Valencia.

Grain 
Growers’ Association, held to consider the 
report of the deputation which: discussed 
the price of wheat with the Cork Flour 
Millers’ Association, it was stated that 
the lower yield from this year’s crop 
would show a net loss to the grower at any 
lesser price than 35s. per barrel. 

The deputation stated that the millers 
Sympathised with the growers’ point of 
view, but declared that they must also 
have regard to the cost of flour and to the 
attitude of the Ministry for Industry. and 
Commerce, which was concerned with the 
effect on the cost of bread. 

The meeting unanimously adopted a 
resolution :— 

“ We hereby inform the Minister for 
Agriculture and the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, that the yield from wheat 
this year is substantially less than that 
for last year, and will not exceed an 
average of six barrels por acre. On the 
other hand, there have bas exceptionally 
high expenses in production, due to greater 
cost of seed, greater quantity of manures

6d. per barrel maximum 
offered by the millers will be much less 
than last year’s gross at 27s.

R. G. P. McCARTHY, County Medi- 
cal Office. of Health for. the County 
Clare, has issued his first annual re 
port. 

A section of the Sú sa. is devoted to the 
work of the tuberculosis officer and staff, 
and an outline is given of the scheme for the 
examination and treatment of school chil- 
dren. There are in the county twenty-five 
medical officers ot health, nineteen sanitary 
sub-officers, five veterinary surgeons, twenty- 
six district nurses (dispensary), one Jubilee 
nurse (Ennis Urban District). | 

The nymbec of births in the county during 
1936, it was stated, was 1,472, being at the 
rate of 16.4 per thousand of the population. 
The number of deaths in the county during 
1936 was 1207, being at the rate of 14.6 
per thousand of the population. 


FEW MARRIAGES 


The number of marriages during 1936 was 
$32, the rate being 3.7 per thousand of the 
population. it will be observed (says the 
report) that the marriage rate per thousand 
of the population is very low, and unless 
there is a change in this figure in the next 
few years, a further serious drop in the 
population mey be looked for in the hext 
census. The birth rate for County Clare is 
only 16.4 in contrast with the general virth 
fate for Saorstat Eireann, of 19.6, and for 
Munster of 18.6.

IMMUNISATION 


A scheme for 4he immunisation of children 
against diphtheria has been adopted. In the 
eight hospitals in the county there are a total 
of 671 beds. The present county hospital at 
Ennis is old and unsuitable, and a modern 
two-storey hospital is at present in course of 
erection on the outskirts of the town, the 
estimated cost of which is £72,000, most of 
which will be provided by the Hospitals’ 
Trust. authorities from Sweepstake funds. 

There are 136 cemeteries in the county, 
most of which were found to be badly kept. 

Three separate schemes for the provision of 
free milk to necessitous children under five 
years of age have been in operation curing 
1936; and this service is a most valuable one, 
and is very. much appreciated by the parents 
ah sow children in towns and villages. 

The report also deals with Maternity and 
(mld Welfare. services, the supervision of 
midwives, the welfare of the blind and pro- 
vision of employment for those who are cap- 
able of work. Water supply and sewerage 
systems, dairy inspection, slaughter houses 
and meat shops, schools medical inspection 
and school meals. 

The report states that there are three well- 
known health and holiday resorts in the Co. 
Clate—viz., Lisdoonvarna, Kilkee and 
Lahinch. At Lisdoonvarna there are famous 
sulphur, iron and magnesia springs, which 
enjoy a. great reputation for their curative 
properties, and are much availed of by 
persons suffering from complaints of a rheu- 
matic nature. It is claimed for the Lisdoon. 
varna waters that they give éven a better 
analysis than the waters at Harrogate. Kilkee, 
with a winter population of 1.682 and a 
summer of about 8,000, is the chief seaside 
resort in the county.

T “sis in tite jump to hurling leader- 


ship im titles won was most decisive, 

for they defeated their greatest rivals 
—Cork, Limerick and Kilkenny—by widen- 
ing margins. Though Kilkenny backs 
struggled manfully at Killarney, they were 
playing behind a beaten midfield and a set of 
forwards the most moderate that Kilkenny 
had ever sent out, 

When the game is calmly reviewed one 
must attribute Kilkerny’s failure to their 
lack of speed on a spacious pitch that set 
speed at a premium. No use being a stylish 
hurler when your opponent sails away in 
every race to the ball, Of the whole Kil 
kenny fifteen the only man to match his 
vis-a-vis for pace was Blanchfield, and the 
Kilkenny City man was playing on O’Don- 
nell, of Golden, who had. strained a thigh 
muscle in training. Kilkenny were on the 
down grade when beaten by. Limerick in last 
year’s final, and the slope has grown steeper. 
I'he Leinster champions, instead of striking 
out boldly with young. playérs, erred in re-

POLICY THAT PAID 

Tipperary adopted a different policy, Their 
winning minors were promoted, first to 
junior and then to senior ranks. O'Gorman,

He has all 
the attributes; his placing of seventies at 
Killarney was fie wonder of overseas viS5i- 
tors, ane reminded one of Moclair, Meagher 
and Hurley at their best. 

Tipperary’s uniformity in talent was again 
in evidence. Their front lines raced at

“FIRE OR SUICIDE” 
STATEMENT 


A statement containing the. phrase, 
“ Things became so bad that 16 meant a 
fire or suicide, so I decided to fire the shop,” 
alleged to have been made Henry Fox 
(64), Coldcotes avenue, Harehills, Leeds, was 
read at Leeds Police Court yesterday, Fox 
was committed for trial on a charge of 
maliciously setting fire to his furniture shop 
in Beckett street, Leeds. 

. Desmond Heap, prosecuting, said the 
case showed a deliberate attempt to defraud 
two insurance companies. , 

When seen by the police Fox was alleged 
to have said that he was in financial difficul- 
ties, and that he decided to light a fuse 
which would take about four hours before 
bursting into flames. He was then alleged 
to have mentioned ten tins which contained 
varnish, polish, and methylated spirit, and 
fo. have said: "“ Into each tin I put about 
five or six pints of the liquids which I had 
mixed, and fastened each with string which 
led down into the kitchen. I so tilted the 
tins that when the string was burnt through 
they would fall over and the «ontents flow 
out .... In the cellar wae a table, to 
which I fastened the end of the ten strands, 
which would result in their being burnt 
through together when they were ignited, 
thus releasing the contents of the tins.’’ 

Fox, who now said that he remembered 
nothing about the affair, his mind being 
““a blank,” was allowed bail, and ordered to 
report weekly to the police.

“NIGHT SIGHT” 


Motorists who cannot see properly at night, 
should be prevented from driving save during 
daylight hours, declared Mr. ©. 1. Winstone, 
the newly installed President of the British 
Association of Public Lighting Engineers, in 
an address to the annual conference of th» 
association at Folkestone yesterday, 
_ here were urivers, he-said, who, although 
they could see perfectly well in normal any 
light, could not see properly at night. To 
reduce road accidents every driver should be 
compelled to pass a “ night-seeing ” test. 
Further improvements in the lighting of 
roads were necessary for ple who coul 4 
see, he added, but regulations were also 
necessary for. preventing le from driving 
on the roads at night who could not see in 
poor light, | 
Mr. Winstone suggested a central authority 
to deal with main road lighting, . While 
many Councils had not the money to light 
the main roads in their <reas properly. 
richer Councils in some cases lighted them 
to a degree which was unnecessary. If the 
whole of the expenditure on public lighting 
could be pooled: it would be possible to 
carry out a great improvement in the 
illumination of poorly lighted main roads, 
und the great danger caused by running froin 
a well-lighted “main road into a state of 
almost complete darkness would be gbviated. 


POOR STREET LIGHTING 


Mr. G. H. Wilson, of the General Electric 
Company 's research laboratories, said that a 
frequent criticism of a poor street is ghas 
installation was that things appea un- 
natnral. In bad cases the effect could be so 
marked that objects which did not exist at all 
“appeared.” The converse could also be 
true. and might account for otherwise inex- 
plicable road accidents. i 

An official of the Automobile Association 
pointed out that the people carrying out the 
tests would have to have special qualifications, 
Before instituting an elaborate and expensive 
organisation with a large number of per- 
manent officials it would be necessary to 
ascertain that a considerable number of acci- 
dents were due to persons whose vision waa 
defective at night or in conditions of darkness. 

“The Automobile Association have no evi- 
dence that a substantial number of accidents 
is due to this cause. We believe that the 
expense of setting up the organisation and 
maintaining it would probably be out of all 
proportion to its value,’ he asserted,
